legorical Allutions:, pourttai'd in thofemy- 
{terious Signatures that adorn’d the Reverfe 
of their-Coin, either Confular or Imperial : 
If we fhall pluck off its exotick and antique 
drefs with;which this Learning was attired, 
we hall find that the Body of our Modern 
Heraldry-was -apparelled with this Mytholo- 
gical Habit. 
_ © But before I wade farther in this Diftourle, 
I fhall nnvail the Mythology of the Jews, and

that of the antient Germans and Saxons, and 
before I enter into the Temple, I hall ftop 
and take a furvey of the Jew7h Priefts . and 
diftobe thofe Myfteries that were wrapd up 
either in their _Inftitution or Habit: And 
firft, if we reflect upon their Inftitution and 
Defignment we thal! difcover that they were 
to be perfect for Generation , by which is 

fignified that the Faculties of their Souls 
fhould be fitted and adapted for -{piritual 
procreations, that Religion might be im- 
proved and the Church multiplied by thofe 
fuper-natural productions: Secondly , they 
were not to be blind or imperfect in their 
eyes, by which was denoted,that.they fhould 
not ob{cure or blind the Light of Reafon 
with thofe Fogs that afcend from a corrupted 

Underftanding , the Clouds of Prejudice or 
Prepofleffion which are the Mifts of the Soul, 
nor make dim or blemifh its fpiritual Beams 
with the Fumes of fecular Intereft. | Third- 
ly, they: were not to be crooked; rumpeld, 
ot bunched back’d, that is , they«were to fe= 
cure their lives from all -vifible | and fcan- 
dalous Crimes ,: and external pollutions 5 
which are as fo many fpiritual Excrefcencies 
and Gibbolities , fo that the wegularity of 
their fouls fhould be adequate and corref= 
pondent to the Uniformity of their bodies.

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-The Porch of the Temple was open to: inti- 
mate the free Accefs of our Addrefles- and 
Applications to’: Heaven. Its. Elevation be- 
ing 120 Cubits denoted the fublimity of Di- 
vine Contemplation: Its {teps the growth of 
Piety in its {everal Gradations and Improve- 
ments: The Weftern Gate of the Temple an- 
tiently lead to Solonon’s Pallace, to mfinuate 
that Magiftracy and Miniftery are fo com- 
plicated and wound up’ together , that like 
Hippocrates Twins they laugh and mourn, and 
live and die together. -Vilalpandus makes 
the fewifh Temple a Typical fimilitude of 
Chrilt’s Body upon the Crofs; with his Arms 
firetched out, and his Legs conjoyned in fuch 
a manner together, as that his Head fhould 
poflefs the Sanctuary, his Breaft the Altar, his 
Feet the Eaftern Gate, his.two Hands the 
North and South fides of the Temple; fo 
that as the paflage or way tothe Sanctuary or 
Altar, lay open through thofe thrée princi- 
pal Gates; Ta like manner fhould the path to 
the true Sanctuary be made plain and ‘eafie 
thorough'the Holes and Wounds of his Feee 
and Hands. 

The Brazen Altar in the Jews Temple,was 
the emblem of a broken and a contrite heart, 
the Fire typified holy Zeal, the Sacrificing In- 
firument the two edged {word of the Spirit, 
the Beafts to be flain are our various Luits, 
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[ 6. 
which we are to drag before the Altar by ho- 
ly-Confeffion, to. mortifie by a-conftant _Ha- 
tred, and then to offer them up ina renewed 
Converfation. ‘Fhe Goat tobe {lain,and the 
Scape Goat fome affirm reprefented Chrift’s 
Humanity and Divinity , others affert they 
typified his Paffion and RefurreGtion. 

The Femifh Prieft’s lot or proportion in the 
Offering or Sacrifice was the Cheek ; to inti- 
mate that his Lipsdhould preferve Know- 
ledge, and that he ought to be eloguent and 
Jearned in the Laws of God: Secondly, the - 
right fhoulder , to denote that he fhould per- 
form good works with dexterity,ftrength and 
expedition: Thirdly , the Breaft, by which 
he was admonifhed to. lodge no other Inmates 
in his Bofom, but pure Thoughts, Knowledge 
of the Law, and Truth in his Affertions ; 
And laftly,the Maw, to fuggeft his abftinence 
from Luxurie, andall manner of Excefs and 
Intemperance. 

The Doors of the Sanctuary were compo- 
{ed of Firre and Olive, that of the Oracle on- 
ly of Olive, to difcover that our Peace on 
Earth is mixed with Imperfections; but is 
only made compleat when We enter into Glo- 
ry; which Door had two Leaves,which might 
be the Symbols of Faith and Hope. 

The. procerity and tall ftature of the Ce- 
darand Fir-tree that were employed in fram- 
FP a ing 












ad 
ing the Sanctuary did typifie the fucceflive 
growth of Piety and Chriftianity, until they 
{hoot upinto Glory. The Floor of the San- 
ctuary which was laid with planks of Fir, o- 
verlaid with boards of Cedar , and plated 
with Gold, did fignifie the eminency , excel- 
lency , and fplendor of that Metal was {tll 
annexed to Humility. Gold being a princi- 
pal Ingredjent in the Compofition of the San- 
ctuary , did myftically demonftrate the pre- 
cioufnefs, the purity, the lufter, andthe tried 
and experienced excellency of the Graces of 
Religion. The pretious {tones which adorn- 
ed the Sanctuary, were the impenetrable Dia- 
mond, which reprefented the courage and 
conftancy of pious men; the Saphyre their ce- 
leftial Love, the Ruby their Perfecution, the 
flaming Carbuncle their ardent Zeal, the Cry- 
{tal their unfpotted Innocency, the prominen- 
cy or bunching out of thefe refulgent Jems 
did declare the vifibility , the exemplarinefs 
and radiancy of their Vertues. 

The Vriz inferted into the high Prieft's 
pectoral fignified Light, and the Thue 
denoted Truth. A late learned man hatha 
ferted that the Uriw ingrafted into the high 
Prieft’s Ratiovale was an Icuzcula. ov little I- 
mage reprefenting fome Angel or Cherabin, 
from whofe mouth after a precedent irradia- 
tion of the circumbient Jems God delivered 
B 4 thote 
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thofe infallible Didates; by which the Jews 
were to conduct and {teer themfelves in affairs 
of the moft difficult and perplexed emergency, 

Proportionate to this were the Teraphim 2- 
mong{ft the antient fews, which were little 
images either devoted and dedicated-to the 
Honour of Angels, ‘or elf moulded and catt 
ito the Figure and Form of the Angels them- 
felves (as the learned Ludovicws de Dien aft 
ferts;) from whofe Oraculous Refpontes upon 
their Application to thofe Angelical Pourtrai- 
tures they managed thofe important con- 
cernments that had an Afped either on Peace 
or War. ButI have too much digreft, I now

The Palm-trees and Cherubins which were 
infculped on the Door of the Holy of Holies,

did fuggeft that pious men that ftipported 
their Afflictions with Patience (of which the 
Palm was anEmblem ) fhould after their de- 
preflion, have an €mérgency out of all their 
Troubles, and dwell in the Manfions of Che- 
rubins. 

The two Angels that ftood by the Ark had 
their Wings f{tretched out, and their Faces 
looking downwards on it, to declare their 
readinefs and pofture to be employed in di- 
vine Miniftrations ; The Cherubins on the 
Ark looked:towards one. another, to inti- 
mate their mutual Love , intuitive Know- 
ledge, Concord and Harmony. 

The imputrible Wood of, Shittim of which 
the Ark was compofed, fignified Chrift’s Hu- 
manity; the Gold with which it was covered, 
typified his Divinity; as likewife did the 
Manna which was imputrible , Globulous or 
Circular, to denote his eternal Divinity ; ot 
if you pleafe, the Manna within the Vail was 
the Type of Chrift Effential , as the Shew- 
bread without the Vail was the Symbo! of 
Chrift Doctrinal. The Incenfe that was on 
thetop of the Cakes of Shew-bread , was to 
be burned on the Sabbath , to fignifie that 
Prayer fhould be {till. combined , or united 
with the Word. 

~The Rod of Aaron was abftracted from an 
Almond-tree , that fooneft bloffoms, to infi- 
nuate

nuate to us the early Fertility of Religion 
under pious Difcipline: Nowa Rod amongft 
the Antients, was the Symbol of Eafe, of Go- 
vernment, of Defence,. of Dodrine and In- 
ftrudion, and of Difcipline and Correction : 
The Bloffoms of Aaron’s Rod had a white- 
nefs tinctured, with red., to intimate that Pu- 
rity and Zeal were the beft Characters and 
Evidences of Piety and Religion. 
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Of the Mythology of the Autient Cer- 


mans avd. Saxons. 


Hey reprefented the Sun under many 

i Myftical Signatures and other Mytho- 
logical Deicriptions; they pourtrated 

him like an old man {tanding on a Fifh, wear- 
ing a Coat girt about his Body with a linnen 
Girdle, but having his Head and Feet naked, 
fultaining a Wheel and a Basket fullof Corn, 
Fruit and Rofes: By his old Age and Coat 
girt to him was fignified Winter, by his bare 
Head and Feet Summer,by the Corn Harveft, 
by the Fruit Autumn, and by Rofes was in- 
timated the Spring 5 his ftanding on a Fith, 
which is filent but yet flippery and fwiftin 
its motion, denoted the {lipperinefs, filence 
and {wiltnefs of Time , who never forgot 


his 
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hispace , though we his Foot{teps numbered 
not... The Wheel fuggefts the roundne(s of 
the Sun , and the Revolution of the Year, 
and the linnen Girdle might import the Zodi- 
ack or Ecliptick Line, within which theSun 
contains and fetters himfelf: When they did 
exprefs the Sun to be King of the Planets, 
and principal’ Arbiter of the World, they de- 
cyphered him placed:on a Throne,fupporting 
a Scepter in his left Hand, and fuftaininga 
Sword in his right 5 out'of the right fide of his 
Mouth broke Thunder, out of his left iffued 
Lightning; on his Head fate an Eagle,and hts 
Feet refted on a Dragon, and round about 
him fate twelve Deities ; the Throne,scepter, 
and Sword, did infinuate the Majefty, Power, 
and Influence of the Sun, who by his Heat is 
the Parent of Thunder and Lightning 5 the 
Fagle intimates the {wiftnefs of his motion, 
and his piercing Eye that unvails all things by 
his Light 5 his treading ona Dragon imports 
that by his Heat, he fubdues the moft poyfo- 
nous, noxious and deltructive Vapours; the 
twelve Gods may either denote the twelve 
Signs of the Zodiack , or elfe the twelve 
Months of the Year : When they did defcribe 
the Heat, Light, and Motion of the Sun, they 
painted him like a Man, holding with both 
his Hands a flaming Wheel; and when they 


did pourtray the courage and military Heat 


of 
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of Martial men, excited as they ¢onje@ured 
by the Sun, ‘they reprefented him under the 
fignature of an armed man 5 holding in one 
Hand a Banner witha Rofé on it; and in the 
other a pair of Scalés; on his Breaft was the 
Piérive of a Bear,on his Target the Pourtrai- 


cture ora Lyon; the Field about him was em- 


broidered with Flowers’, by which they de- 
figned Valour complicated with Eloquence, 
both in their Vogue effentialto a Command- 
er; the Arms, Bear, and Lyon did intimate the 
fiercencis, courage, and defence, that fhould 
be refident in Martial men; the Rofe and 
Field enamel’d with'Flowers , did reprefent 
the {weetnefs and obligingnef$ of Eloquence 5 
the Scales were to figgeft how words fhould 
be weighed inthe Ballance of Difcretion,be- 
fore they are divulged 5 when they difcove- 
red how the Sun by his Heat atid Influence 
excited venereal: Love in Créatures fubfervi- 
ent to his Dominion , they then varied his 
Sex, and painted him like a Woman, becaufe 
in them that Paflion is moft impotent, and 
yet impetuous 3 on her Head they placed a 
Myrtle Crown or Garland to denote her Do- 
minion, and that Love fhiould be alwaies ver- 
dant as the Myrtlesin one hand fhe fupported 
the World’, and in the other three golden 
Apples, to réprefent that the World and its 
wealth arc both fultained by Love; thethree 
golden

Golden’ Apples. fignified. the» threefold 
Beauty of. the Sun , exemplified in the 
Morning , Meridian, and Evening; on her 
Breaft was lodged a Burning Torch , to infi- 
nuaté to us. theviolence of the Hame of Love 
which {corches humane Hearts. When they 
would, exprefs; the Sun's operation upon the 
Moon , they. delineated him like a man with 
long Ears, holding the Mogn in his Hand, to 
fuggeft ‘to, us| that fhe entitles her Light and 
Power to his Beams and Influence; -his long 
. Ears did fignitie his promptnefs to receive the 
Supplicationsof all Perfons,; though divided 
from him by never fo remote and confidera- 
ble a Diftance. He that would {ee this Sub- 
jet more amply difcourfed?.on , may. perufe 
Schedius d2 Diss Germanis,: where he {hall re- 
ceive more copious and -plenary fatisfaCiony: 
and to him I refer the Reader. ; 
»Sdhould now unravel the’ Mythology of the 
Antient Greeks! and Romans 3, but this Tfhalf 
annex to the Conclufion of this Treatife, and 
proceed to reprefent a brief Di(Courfe or De- 
fcription of the Eeyptzie Hieroglyphicks. 

[ fhall now defcend tounvail that Mytho- 
Jogical, Learning 5 »which lay wrapped up in 
the dark) and cloudy complications of Hic- 
roglyphicks!,»:which indeed may feem-to be 
the Bafisson:-which all) Heraldry is. efta- 


blifhed. 
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In the Hieroglyphical Tables of Cardinal 
Bembus , fo often mentioned by Athanalim} 
Kircherus in his Oedipus Copticus , there is 
fer down the Figure of the Scarabews or Bee- 
tle for the Trunk , but with the Head and’ 
Face of a man, fupporting a little Table with 
this Infcription évx:.. About the Neck a num 
ber of Concentrick Circles to exprefsithe 
Orbes and Motions of the Heavens 5 upon 
the top of the Head a Face of the encreafing 
Moon, to intimate her Monethly Revolution; 
within that a cro mark ,*for' the four Ele= - 
ments weaving together all things above a’ 
winged Globe, and wreathed about with two 
Serpents. SOUSMT AO 
The meaning of this laft, is told oyow by 
Barackias Albenephi in his Book of the Anti- 
ent Eeyptian Learning , and in that part of 1t 
where lie treats of Pharaoh's Obelifques. He: 
affirms the winged Sphear wreathed about 
with Serpents to be the Hieroglyphick of ‘the: 
Soul and Spiric of the Univerfe. The Hux 
mane Face is underftood of the-Sun and his: 
Courfes. For the Holy Beetle ( which an 
old Egyptian durft not tread on )'Horws Apollo 
afferts, it fignifies the Figure of the World, 
and he fubjoyns this reafon and feeret-for it. 
The Beetle (faieshe ) when it hath a mind 
to bring forth, takes the Excrement of an 
Ox, which having wrought into fmail pellets 
route

round asthe World,it turns them about from 
Eaft to Weft, it {elf inthe mean time (asif 
fhe intended to fummon great Nature to thef@ 
Travels) turning to the Eaft. 

The Egyptiax Word ava held out in the 
Table, is the fame with the Greek Word sic, 
to intimate that the whole Frame of the 
World hangs together by a true magnetick 
Love, that invifible Harmony that cements 
and folders together the Difcord of its di- 
vided and eftranged Parts. 

The Egyptians when they would reprefent 
the Hieroglyphick of Nature, pictured the Fi- 
gure of a Boy involved and ‘inveloped with 
a Net; by the firft they would infinuate to us 
her conftant and uninterrupted vigour, re- 
fcned from Decay, and the increafing Imper- 
fections and Infirmities of Ages and by the 
fecond’ the variety of Caufés‘and multiplici- 
ty of Effects, the weavings of whofe compli- 
cated Contexture made up the Net-with 
which the Boy appeared to be‘covered. 
The Fig-tree was the Hierogly phick of mu- 
tual viciffitude , for here the old Figs never 
fall off until thenew ones‘appear , which af 
ferts. the Juftice of our Saviour’s curfe infi- 
Cted ‘on the Fig-tree in the Gofpel,and which 
hath fo diftorted and perplexed Commenta- 
tors toabett 5 for if the TimeofF igs Was not 
yet come, asthe Pages of Holy Writin that 
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Story do aver, there was then a greater'Rea- 
fon that Figs fhould appear, and if the Time 
of Figs was come, yet {tilithe old ones did, 
remain for fome interval of Time. after, the 
new ones had given Evidence. of thew Ap- 
pearance and Being. 

And it is obfervablethat. Julian the Apo- 
ftate, that like an induftrious Spider,did with 
a curious and diligent Malice fpin out any 
thing out of Scripture with which he’ might 
weave together the leaft Pretence of Abfur- 
dity or Impoflibility,, did from his Infpection 


into natural Caufes never, quarrel the truth — 


of what isabove aflerted., 

A Lion Rampant. amongft the Egypizans 
was the Hieroglyphick of Magnanimity, 5 
Regardant of Circumfpection.and Caution 5 
Salient of Expedition or celerity 5 Sejant of

thed about his Caducew may’ fuggefts and 
juftly inexpugnable as the Palm, which finks 
not under the preflure of any burden. | In- 
deed Enfebius affirms , that not only thofé. 
Captains were honour'd and adorn’d, who

the Earth, and Serpents and Fifhes the lower: 
his belching. out of fmoak , and {pitting of 
fire, fignifies, thofe vapours, exhalations, and 
fiery eruptions out of many parts of the 
Earth, make the Gods obfcure themfelves, 
that is, darken the Sun, Moon and Stars; 
but Ofiris or Horws (for under thofe two Ap- 
pellations they reprefented the Sun) fubdued 
this Monfter, that is, by diffolving and dif- 
fipating thofe vapours which skreen’d his 
beams from the World, which was exprefled 
tacitly and gloomily by the Hawk's flying 
violently upon, and beating the Hzppopota- 
mos or Sea-Horle.

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ris oY Orus may import that the Sun is the 
caufe-of fertility ; and the ftreaker or meafu- 
ring Rod in one hand, may intimate , ‘that 
the Sun meafures all things by his progref- 
five motion; the Wolves, the Dogs, the 
Lyons and Serpents heads gra{p’d in the o- 
ther hand, may reprefent the four parts of 
the year: The Winter is the rapacious Wolf, 
the Spring is the fawning or flattering Dog, 
the Summer the flaming angry Lyon, the Au- 
tumn is the Serpent diftilling into the badtes 
of men, the venome of deftructive difeafes. 
The Agyptians, farther to improve this Hie- 
roglyphick, painted Ofiris or Orws wing d 
with a Scepter in his hand, and a round Dij/- 
cus by him, to reprefent the fwiftnef$ of the 
Suns motion, his Dominion over the World, 
and his round body, as alfo his circular pro- 
erefs or perambulation. 

The Goofe and Dog were the Hierogly-

Protews was both a Prophet and King of 
Zgypt, whom that people Hieroglyphically

Or fecondly, becaufe he was accuftom'd 
to ufe or bear the feveral portractures of

The Pellican was by the Agyptians made 
the Hieroglyphick of maternal Affection, for 
fhe, when her young ones have been bitten 
by Serpents that fecretly invade their Nett, 
Jaunces her bofome, and with the purple 
balfome that {treams from that opened fluce, 
not only expells the ‘infufed venome, but 
likewife cements and cures the wounds: in- 
flicted by thofe noxious adverfartes. 3

Indeed Herefies are the Serpents of the 
Church, which are engender’d by the Mud 
of noyfome and-unfavoury Opinions, which 
being prick’d by the Pens of Orthodox Wri- 
ters Janguifh away, and find their fate in an 
early Sepulcher. 

A Tortoife was the Hierogly phick ofan in- 
duftrious Hou-fewife, who is alwayes employ- 
ing her felf within her houfe, in managing 
thofe affairs that are fubfervient to the inter- 
eft of the family, as that is alwayes refident 
in its fhell. 

Indeed there were no Nations ever fo re- 
mote or barbarous, but in times either of an- 
cient or amore modern infcription, muffel’d 
up their knowledge in the cloudy garment of 
Hierogly phicks. The Coronation ofthe King 
of Pegu(if we may credit Vincent le Blanc as 
He relates it in his Travels). is wholly Hiero- 
gly phical;

I fhall now advance to make fome refle&i-' 
ons on Coins ofa very high and antienea{cent: 
but before I treat of thofe, by common acce- 
_ ptation ftil’d Confular, or thofe that fell 
under the denomination of Imperial, I fhall 
difcourfe of thofe that related to -Provin- 
ces, Cities, and Colonies, whether Greek or 
Roman. 

The feveral Signatures infeulped upon the 
Reverfe of the Greek Coyns, do declare to 
what Cities they owe their Original; as for 
example. The Pega/us impre(s'd upon the 
Syracufian Com did intimate it. entitled its 
Original to Corzath, upon whofe Coyn a 
Pegajws was ufually reprefented. The Palm 
free figur’'d on the Coyn of the antient Ci- 
ties of Cart huge, and Hrerapiina and Lapythe 
in Greet, do fuggeft to us, that they acknow- 
ledged ‘their extraction from 1 Tyre ,, whofe 
pecuniary Symbol was a Palm Tree. An 
Owle, whofe impfefs did adorn the Reverle 
of the Coyn of Agegara, a City of ver, as 
# Monument.of their Original from Athens. 
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A Quadrangular Area was a Symbolinfculp- . 
éd ‘onthe Coyn of Dyrrachium and Andrios 
(though Spanhemmws aflerts the Sculpture 
imprefs’d onthe laft relating to Addrios was 
a Reprefentation of an Arcula or little Cheft, 
wherein it is poflible the Image.of Diaza,or 
fome other deity was treafured up ) from 
which we may conclude that they were a 
Colony of Corcyra. » Diana was infculp'd on 
the Reverfe of the Coyn of Aafilinm, now 
{tiled AdarfeiVes, to intimate that that City 
extracted its Original from Phocea or Phocis. 
Alexandria , Troas, Neapolis , now Napoli in

Acroficia or ‘the 

very Snouts of thofe Beaks, Triremes, and 

Dolphins; pourtray’d on the Reverfe of 

their Coyris ; whofe. Signature did declare 

their Maritinie fituation. Naples in Italy 

had not only-a Dolphin infculped on the 

Reverfe.of its Coyn 5 but likewife a Syren 

(whofe Feet refembled the Fins of a Fith) 

founding a*Trumpet5 to intimate ndét only 

the Situation, but the Fame and Celebrity 

(decyphered by the Trumpet) of that Ct- 

ty.. Syracufa had not only a Dolphin em- i 

bowed in Chief; -but a strebilos or Pine- 
I) 2 Apple ] 
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| Apple in Bafe, infculp'd* on the Reverle of 
Ii their Coyns 3 not only to decypher to us 
| its Maritime pofition, but likewife to fug- 
&cft tous the plentiful growth of thofe Trees 
about that City ; which were always reput- 
ed aSymbol of Fertility. AStar fixed ona 
Luna Falcata or half Moon was 1nfculp’d on 
the Reverfe of feveral Grecian Coyns, efpe- 
cially of thatof Byxantinm, and might figni- 
_ficantly denote both the increafe and growth, 
or elfe the reftitution of a City decay’d (de- 
{crib’d by the Star) to its primitive Light 

and Splendour. 

Some Cities in Creet had an Eagle infculp- 
ed on their Coin, perch’d upon a Labyrinth, 
between two Stars in Chief, and two P# 

| lews’s on each fide the Labyrinth in Bafe; 
the two Stars were Caftor and Polux, or the 
Diofcuré 5 the two Pilews’s defigned that Lit 
bérty theyenjoyed under the Tuition and 
Prote&ion of Jupiter, intimated by the Eagle, 
and the two Stars the Twins of Leda. So 
Pergamus had -defcrib’d. on the Reverfe of. 
its Coyn , A/culapiws ftanding°on a Pede- 
{tal or Cippws of {tone, the folemn Prote- 

‘: ctor of that City, and between two demi- 
naked Figures, prefenting the Image with 
‘wo Sprigs or. Branches‘ of water Smallage, 
which certainly did denote the two Rivers 

that glided at nofar diftance from this Ci- 
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ty, namely Selzzws, and Ceteivs; their two 
Garlands likewife under the Pedeftal, which 
did declare that thofe did adora-the wNeo- 
_coroz or Sacrifts, at the Celebration: of thofé 
Solemnities that were devoted. to. the Honor 
of this eminent Deity. Nice in Bythinéashad 
the Image of Bacchus lying ina reclining po- 
fture, and leaning on a Panther, the fignal 
Symbol of thefe Cities which were entitu- 
led to his protection, and holding in his right 
hand the Image of Victory..; from whence 
the City, it is probable, might extract the 
Name of Nixw, that is, Vidoria. On the 
antient Nuwmifntata of Damafens was ftampt 
the Signature of a Woman, whofe right hand 
grafped a Prunun Damafcenum ot Damfen 
Prune , of which the Country was. abun- 
dantly fruitful: and ather Feet was placed 
a Wheel ; which, itis probable. might. inti- 
mate, that this was the Effigies’ of Newefis, 
who was Patronefs (‘as Seguinus aflerts from 
antient Coyns) of feveral Cities inthe lefler 
Afta: Now a Wheel was cuftomarily placed 
by her, for thefe two reafons 3 firft to de- 
clare the celerity. of Divine Revenge, and 
fecondly to difcover to ws the Viciflitudes 
and. Revolutions of it. There is another 
Coyn relating to Nice abovementioned,pub- 
lithed by Seguinus 5 on the Reverfe of it fits 
Batehus , reprefenting a youthful Counte- 
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mance 5 to declare the Vigour and Refteth- 
ment the Spirits receive from Wine : his 
a isembellith’d with Rays’; to ‘intimate, 

1at he was the firft Inventor of Lights: 
He erice it was, that he was pourtray’d by the 

Egyptians with a Torch in his Hand,- and 
Wor ihip'd under the Notion of Bacchws 
Lampterios 5 his right Hand oralps. a Thir- 


jus’, whole Top is bound about withT- 


vy, to fuggeft to us, that the ‘furious Sallies 
of Luft or Anger fhould be bound. in and re- 
prefs'd with the Cords of Moderation and 
Patience. By himis placed Ifis; with a Buth- 
elon herHead, ‘and a Cornucopia in her right 
hand’; both the Hieroglyphicks of Plenty 
and Fertility. Upon the fides of whofe Cha- 
riot are imprefs’d the Signatures of a. Pan- 
thers and a Tiger ; to difcover’ to us, that 
Wine debauches Humane Nattire, ito the 
difordered and impetuous Paffions of Pati= 


therr and Tigers. His Chariot is drawn by 


two Centaurs: 5 to intimate that Wine ren- 
ders Men a complicated . mixture of Man 
and Beaft. Before them dances the Boy Lif- 
fus, to demontirate tous, what childifhand 
‘ridiculous Agitation is of Body are fuperindu- 
ced upon us by the BOM of Wine : at-thé 


left fide of Ifsp'is placed Cupid, in his right _ 


hand brandi thing a Yorch 3 to decypher, 
that both Love.an ‘its Flame are fomented 


and 
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and improvd by the Heat of Wine : about 
the Top and Bafe of the Medal is infculp’d 
NIKAEQN. Upon the Reverfe of an an- 
tient Coyn of the City Tyr, aveay under 
the Reign of Axtoninus Piws, and tran{mit- 
ted to the publick view by Segui nus, there 
is the portraicture of Hercules, in his right 
hand holding a Difh over a flaming Altar, 
to. denote his Divinity 5 before him is pla- 
ced a Stony Mafs,  diftinguifhed *into’ two 
Columns, refembling i in-their mode: or por- 
traicture-two Butts 5 ftom whofe lower part 
there is an efflux of :water,: which empties it 
{elf upona Shell in the Bafe of afte Coyn 3 
by which may be meant, they un erftood 
either Hercules Pillars , fixed: near Gades , 
which was'a Tyrian Colony 3 or ’elfe it’ is 
more probable they may defign thofe: Rocks 
lurking underthe water; upon. which Zyre 
was eredted’s and ‘this is inforced fromthe 
waters defc cending upon the Shell, which cer- 


tainly was the Exchequer or Repofi tory of 


the Tyrian Purple. 

Upon the *Reverfe of the Samian Coyn, 
there was the portraicture of a aenipleae nd 
juno {tanding before the Portal, and at the 
Bafe of one of the Pillars,*.on the left sop 
of it, iffued out the Vitese or Agnus Cafi 
which may. denote to us, that this ifland 
wasunder the protettion of Fuzo, who was 

D4 born 
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(=. born near the River Isbrafius, under this 
i) fhrub or plant ftil'd Agnus Caftus , with 
which the Banks of. this River were abun- 
dantly embroider'd: and about the Reverfe 
was infculp'dcCamian, Although upon the 
Reverfe of the Ephefian Coyn an Hart was 
ufually infculp’d 3; as a Beaft particularly de- 
voted to Diana: yet Seguinus in his Seledia 
Numifmata hath difcovered to us another 
Coyn of Ephefus, on whofe Reverfe ({tamp- 
ed under the Reign of Autoniuus Pius ) is 
exhibited the Effigies of Jupiter fitting ona 
Rock, to declare his {lability 5 having his 
Thunder lodg’d on the Palme of his left 
Hand , to intimate his Clemency 3 and from 
a Cornucopia in his right Hand diftilling fome 
Afperfions either refembling Rain or Dew, 
to demonttrate his Benignity : Upon a Fi- 
gure Crown’d that lies beneath, near his 
Feet, isa Temple, and an adjacent Cyprefs 
Tree: Both which difcover to us theindul- 
gent Beneficence of the Emperour above- 
faid, by refrefhing and repairing the Ruines ~ 
not only of the confining Province ¢(defign- 
ed by ‘the proftrate Crowned Figure ) which 
‘ poflibly had been torn with the Concuffi- 

ons of an Earthquake, or empair’d with Fa-° 
min; but Ephefus likewife. (decyphered by _ 
the Temple and Tree) which had been af-. 
falted by the fame Calamities. Upon the 
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Reverfe of the Coyn of Laodicea, within a 
Crown, whole Intexture was of the Leaves 
and Berries of Ivy, there was a Cheft plac’d, 
out of whofe Aperture a Serpent iffued, to 
intimate, thatthis City was entitled to the 
Guardianthip «of Bacchus 5 or that the cir- 
cumambient Region was plentifully produ- 
cive of Wine, difcovered by the Serpent 5 
which by Triftan j is made either to fignifie 
the: Gexius, or elfe the Power and Fertility 
of a:-Province: and this Coyn gives light to 
that of Catullus 


Pars fefe tortis Serpentibus jncingebant 5 
Pars obfcura cavis celebrabant Orgia Ciftis. 
Orgia, que fruftra cupiunt andire profani. 


Upon the Reverfe of the Coyn ‘both of 
Cyzicum and Sardis were intculpd two Ser- 
pents, wreathed about two erected Torlices, 
in the mid{ft of which was placed a Flaming 
Altar, tointimate, that thefe two Cities did 
_with the higheft Veneration profecute and 
adore both Proferpive and Ceres 3 the latt 
of which was frequently portraicted fitting in 
a Chariot drawn by two Serpents, brandilh- 
ing twoflaming Torches. Upon the Reverfe 
of the Coyn of Philippopolis, there was the 
Signature of a Woman half naked, which 
did fignifie the City it felfatting ona Rocky 
Hill, 
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Hill, which did defign the Mountain Rho - 
dope 5 which with the Herb Nymphea or 
Water-Lilly , which her left ‘hand grafp'd, 
and the fhrubof Willow or Offer that iflued 
out of the Bafe or Foot of the Mountain, 
did démonftrate its fituation té be not far 
diftant from the River Strymwon. About the 
middle of the Coyn wasimprefs'd poaoms, 
Upon the Reverfe of an antient Coyn of 
Thefjalonica, was infculp’d the Figure of one 
of the Cabeiri half naked, to fpecifie his In- 
nocence 5.fupporting in his right Hand a ‘little 
Vellel, in his left he wieldSa Mallets to in- 
timate that thefe Cabezri were the firft Inven- 
tors of the managing the ufe of ( which the 
little Veflel feems to comprize) Agriculture, 
Hunting, and other Mechanick Artifices : a- 
bout the Margin of the Reverfe is engraven 
KABEIPOC. Upon the Reverfe of a very 
antient Coyn of Catana in Sicily, conveigh’d 
to Seguinus by Du Frefne, is imprefs'd a wing- 
ed Scepter between two Patere or facrificing 
Platters; the firft did fignifie the dominion, 
Power and Swiftnefs of Eloquence : the*fa- 
tere were the Symbols of Religion, as being 
the Inftruments employ'd in all the Heathen 
Oblations. “And therefore Oeco does well 
define it, when he fays that: Patera was Divi- 
gitatis ee Eteruitatis Symbolun, oY a Sym- 
bol 6f Eternity, from its Circular or Sphari- 
cal 
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cal figure: Upon the Reverfe of the The- 
ban Coyn, was imprefs’d a Cantharvs or Flag- 
gon, and a Clypews or Shield 5 the firft being 
ufed in Sacrifices, was an Embleme of Re- 
ligion’, and the other a Type of Strength 
and Fortitude. bi 

And as Cities, fo had Provinces and King- 
doms their particular Symbols too imprefled 


onthe Reverfle of their Coyn 3 as two Snakes 


embracing a Quiver and a Bow, on each fide 
of which was placed a Caduceus, was the 
Symbol of Affa, as being under thé Guar- 
dianfhip and Protection of thofe two eminent 
Deities Hercules and Atercury.. Thefaly and 
Thrace had an Horfe, and fometimes an Hort 
man and Horfe in full Career engraven on 
the Reverfe of their Coyn’s to intimate the 
dextrous skill in Horfemanthip that was at 


ferib’d, in elder Ages, to the Inhabitants of 


thofe two Provinces. A Camel infculp’d on 
fome antient Coyn, did reprefent 4rabia,as a 
Beaft peculiar to that Country.So thé Signa- 
ture Ofa Lion,or an Elephant,in{culp’d onthe 
Affican Medals, did typifie Africa, as being 
Creatures likewife proper’ to that Region; 
though Mr. Selden inhis Afare Clanfum-afletts, 
that the Sculpture of aWoman, whofe Heaé 
was adorn’d with a Wreath of Sprigs of Corn 
‘and Ivory was the Embleme of that Coun- 
trey; as that‘of a Woman,. whofe Head wa¢- 
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encircled with a Wreath of Palme Leaves, 
and. whofe Garment was interlaced with the 
River of ‘Tagus, was of that of Spaiz.. . But 
the learned Spanhemius, in his Tract Deufu 
& praftantia Numifmatum, does difcover to 
us, that a Woman fitting, arid holding an 
Olive Branch, with a Coney placed by her, 
infculp'd on fome antient* Coyn, was. the 
proper Symbol of that Country, it beinga- 
bundantly productive of Olive Trees and 
Coneys. A Palm Branch wasthe Embleme 
of Affyria, Parthia, Armenia, and other Ea- 
{tern Provinces : and therefore on the Re- 
verte of fome antient Coyn., publifhed by 
Spanheimins, the Kings of thofe Regions are 
reprefented fitting, and holding a Palm 
Branch.’ «An Hart, whofe Neck was fur- 
rounded with a.Wreathof Ivy Leaves, was 
infculp'd on the Coyn of Pontzs and other 
Provinces, that obeyed the Scepter of Aé- 
thridates, who gloried to be ftiled Liber or 
Bacchus 5 as affirming himfelf extracted from 
that eminent Deity, to whom the Hart , as 
well as to Apollo and Diana, was facred. 
The Corybantes or Curetes, nfculp'd on an 
antient Medal, clafhing their Swords and 
Shields together (from whence the Pyrrhiéa 
and Saltatio Enoplea extracted its original) 
and.in the midft of them. Cybele wail'd,) (the, 
Emblem of Divinity) fupporting an Be a 
wit 
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with her ‘left hand upon her Knee , prote- 
cted from the Rage of Saturn by their fuc- 
cour, was (as Seguinus difcourfes) the proper 
Symbol of Creet : As the {culpture of an 
Armed Venus, inher right hand fupporting 
an Apple, and inher left handa Spear, was 
_ theSymbolical reprefentation of cyprus. A 
Rofe engraven onthe Coyn of Rhodes, was 
theEmbleme of thatIfland. An Eagle with 
expanded wings, and lodging both his Tal- 
Jons upon Thunder, was infculp’d on the 
Reverfe of the Agyptian Coyn, as a folemn 
Symbol of that Kingdom; and was affumed 
by its Princes to intimate, not, only their 
Latitude of Dominion, but likewife the 
Dreadfulnefs of their Power : as fome of the : 
Seleuci, Kings of Syria, hada winged Thun- | 
der-bolt sifeulp'd on the Reverfe of their 

_ Coyn;to,fhew not only the formidablenes,but 
the Celerity of their Juftice. As fome of 
the Kings of Afacedow likewife did impref$ on 
the Reverfe of their Coyn, a Lions Head Ca- 
bofed 5 to fignifie they were extracted from 
Hercules, who deftroyed the Nemzan Li- 


Nor did Colonies want their particular 
Symbols alfo, as may appear from the Re- 
verfes of {éveral antient Coyns. I fhall be- 
gin with one of Gordianus 5 onthe Reverfe 
fits.a Woman with a Crown embattel’d on 
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head, the common Embleme of Cities; hér 
right hand grafps fome Sprigsof Corn, thé 
Index of Fertility : over her Head hangs: a 
Sagittarius 5 which intimates that the, City 
Singara (of which this Woman was a re- 
prefentation ) was not far diftane from Pzr- 
thia, whofe, Inhabitants werefo eminent for 
Archery... At her Feet lies proftrate a sna- 
ked Figure, feeming to cut the Water with 
his Labouring Arms ; which, it is’ probable, 
is the Reprefentation of the River Tigris, 
not far remov'd from Sixgara.’ About the 
Edge or Limb of the Reverfe is this Greek: 
Infcription, AY P..C EIT, KoA, CINTAPA. 
To intimate, that it was begun by the in- 
fluence of Adarcus Aurelius 3 but perfe@ted by 


the concurrent aid of Septimius Severus. The 
fecond is a Coyn, ftamp’d under the Rule 
of Dfacrinus 3 onthe Reverfe fits a Woman, 


armed with a Helmet on a Shield ( the Em- 
bleme of Rome) leaning her left Hand upon 
a Spear; whilft her right Hand fupports an 
Eagle, (the Reprefentation of the Roman 
Empire) within whofe expanded Wings, are 
two little Images; whacertainly defign the 
Inhabitants of the new erected Colony PAi- 
Lippolis.About the Border of the Reverfe is in- 
{crib’d in Greek ko AON Lac, @1AINMONO- 
AITQN, On the Reverfe of a Coyn of 4z- 
gustus, isthe Imprefs of two Figures fandaee 
an 
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and reaching out their Hands , as if they 
fummon’d and invited Inhabitants to come 
and refide in the new eftablith’d Colony: °A- 
bout the Fringe of the Reverfe is infcrib’d 
Col. Aug. Fuli. Philipp. To intimate that 
Philippos,the chief City of Atacedonia, was | 
.a Colony of <Augustus’s Inftitution. Upon | 
the Reverfe of a Coyn of Alexander Severus, 
thereis a Ship under fail, ‘the common Sym- 
bol of good fuccef$ amongft the Romans; | 
and ori each fide a Dolphin Naiant, the Em- 

blem of Maritime Colonies’ and about the 
Reverfe fuperfcrib’d TAPCOT MHTP. AAP. 

CEOY. ALfzZNAaP. From whence we may 
determine, that Tarfus, the Metropolis of Ci- 

licia, had been re-edified by Adrian, having 
peradventure been fhaken and diftorted with 

the Convulfions of Earthquakes, refrefhed 

by Severvs, and adorned gf repaired bythe « 
Emperourabovefaid. Uponthe Reverfe of a 

Coyn of Diocketianus and Maximianus, there 

is the Figure of a Woman ftanding ; holding 

in her right Hand Sprigsof Corn, the indi 
putable emblem of Fertility 5 and in her left 
grafping Poppy, theSymbol of Repofe and 
Quiet; and about the Reverfe is infcribed, 

Felix Carthago, to intimate, that the Bene- 
.ficence of thefe Emperours, by new Supple- 

ments and Reparations, had buoyd up Car- 

¢hage, that had lain fo long funk amongtt its 4 
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antient Ruines. He that will fee this Dif- 
courfé more dilated, Jet him perufe Goléfius, 
Angeloni, Seguinns, Triftan; but above all ,the 
{econd late Edition of the moft learned Spaz- 
heiusins. * . 
Now the principal difference between 
perfons of a Colony, and thofe of a Municipi- 
um,was this.In a Colony. they were ftilldrawin 
out of the Corporation it felf of thé people 
of Rome, as members; but in the other, 
they were not any part of that Imperial bo- 
dy, until favourably recetvedsby Municipal 
privilege into the Freedom; Men generally 
foreign,elfe only by admiflion capdble. Thofe 
ina Colony likewife (as fome Greek Infcri- 
ptions inform me, publifhed by spamheimi- 
us) were firft avroi, they were fui Furis, they 
had no dependence on any but the Empe- 
tour, and by confequence, lived under their 
own Jurifdiction. ‘Secondly, they were 
Avlovono, they had power to* Inftitute by- 
Laws, and Ordinances, for the better fup- 
port and government of the eftablifhed Co- 
lony. Thirdly, they’ were Ead/Seepr, they © 
were fecured with equal Freedom and Li- 
berty as the people of Rome. Fourthly, 
they had fus Aji, the Right of Sanctuary > 
hence thofe Colonies, that were invefted . 
with, this privilege were ftiled: rest, or Sa 
cre. Fifthly, they had Jus & Facultatem 
cuden- 
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tndende Moneta, they had the grant of a 
Mint and Coynage of Money. Sixthly , if 
any Jewes, or others were admitted to the 
Freedome of a Colony, they had a Roman 
Name, added to that Appellation he bore 
before; {fo Sax] that was born at Tarfus, a 
Colony of the Romans, was likewife named 
Paul. Seventhly, Colonies had Curias Decu- 
rionum, Courts of the Decuriozes (they were 
call'd fo, fayes an antient Gloflarie cited by 
D* Hammond ) becaufe at firft when Colonies 
were fent out, the tenth part of them were 
appointed to fit as a ftanding Committee to 

guide and fteer the Publick Intereft. Eight- 

ly, they had Fas Senatus , Colonies had a 

Priviledge to gather a Select number of Per: 

fons into the Order and Body of a Senate, 

that in'the Managerie and Condué& of their 

Countels, their Publick Weal, and more im- 

portant concerns, might be involy’d and 

wrapd up. 

I thall now make fome Compendious Re- 
tharks on the Conftilar Coyns, or the Roman 
Denar, which were the Regifters or Evi- 
dences of feveral eminent Roman Families, 
and. of feveral Iluftrious perfons extradted 
from them, who had improv’d and inlare’d 
their Fame as well as the Dominion of Rome, 
by diverfe fignal A@ions comntenc’d both by 
Sea and Land, .and were likewife the Monu- 
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ments and Index’s.of thofe Confpicudus Of- 
fices. they had manag’d as Confuls, Cenfors, 
Pretors,, Przfects of the City,.Flamens, Ai- 
diles, Queftors, and other Dignities of Princt- 
pal Importance on which was infculp’d fome 
thing that reprefented their. Triumphs, their 
eenfure of Manners, their Abfolution or Con- 
viction.and Condemnation of Criminals,their 
Dedication of Temples, Sports. and Games 
(efpecially the Circenfian) and Feafts, their 
fhews of Fencing, repairing or fecuring the, 
Wayes,. eftablifhing. Ague Ducts, erecting 
of Fabricks; and: laftly, thew, defending of - 
the Military Vallum.or Trench, andthe lines 
of Circumvallation, circumfcribing the Ro- 
man Camp: Chains and Bracelets did adorn 
the Generals of thofe barbarous Nations that 
were in Hoftility again{t the Romans: and a- 
mongft the Coins of Augaftinws. Tarraconen-, 
fis, there is on the reverfe of one, two Brace- 
lets in Chief, and two Serpents ereqed,.. 
noded by their tails, and caft into the figure 
of a Chain in Bafe, from whence 1n the éx- 
planation of the myftery of this Coin, he af- 
ferts; It was ufual for the Roman General, 
and other Eminent Officers; notonly to wear 
the Bracelets and Chains of the oppofite Ge- 
nerals, and other confpicuous. Officers, whe 
were {lain or made Captive 5 but likewife to 
engrave the Figure of them on the Reverfe 
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of Medalls, which as a lafting evidence, might 


tranfport to. pofterity the mémory of thofe 
fignal Atchievements they had acquir’d for’. 
the people of Rome. If by their Prudence, 
Diligence or Fortitude they had fecurd 
the Roman Camp, from the Onfets and Im- 
preffions of the Adverfary, either by perfonal 
Courage, or by opportune F ortifications, they 
ftamp'd on thofe Devari# that had an afpect 
on their Families a VéVum of Cafirum fuis 
Clathrisfeptis Seu clanfuris munitum, a ‘Trench 
or Camp fenc’d and circumferib’d with its 
fortified Lines, Angles and Out-works. If any 
of the Iuftrious Roman Faittilies had been 
dignified with the Office, either of Di@ator 
or Conful, they infculp’d on their Denariz, a 
Globe, the type of Empire, the Faces, ‘the 
emblem of Juftice, the Caduceus , the Enfign 
of Felicity and Peace, or elfe the Cornucopia, 
the monument of Plenty, and two hands con- 
joyn'd and knit together, the Symbol of Con: 
cord. If any of them had undergone the Il 
luftrious Office.of Cerifor, to perpetuate the 
Memoty of {0° fignal an Employment, the 
infculp'd on their Denarii, and other Coins, 
a Cenfor plac’d or fitting on'the feat of Judi- 
cature, with a-Roman,. accoinpanied with 
fome other ‘Citizens, reaching out, or pre- 
fenting 4 bundle of fome Lawes unto Him to 
be cortected, Winnow’d ot tevied by his Ant-

madverfion or Cenfure, according to'that of 
Tull), Ada ad Eos privata Deferunto. If any 
of the Roman Families had been Pre- 
tors, they {tamp'd on the Reverfe of their 
Denari7, {ome mark or character, that might 
as an Index inform Pofterity they had been 
invefted with this Office, from whence upon 
{ome of them there is impreft, the Bridge that 
lead to their Court of Judicature, the Septa 
or Pen that fhut it in and inclos’d it, the Di- 
ribitorium or partition, that like a pleading 
Bar feparated it and the Cifta or Cheft where- 
in the Pretor treafur’d up the publick Re- 
cords 5 others to teftifie the fame Dignity, 
they infculp’d, either little round Tablets, or 
Repofitories, wherein their Sufftages were 
laid up,all which were either mark’d with the 
letter A, which fignified Adjudico or Antiqua, 
that is, Antiquam volo; or elfe with the let- 
ters A C and A D, that is, Abjolvo, or on the 
contrary, Condemno or Abfolve, and in oppo- 
fition to that Damno, or elfe they reprefented 
on them a Bafilica, that is, their more Solemn 
and: Majeftick Court of Juftice furrounded 
with Pillars and Cloyfters for the Romans to 
walk in, a Pretorium or Judgement-Hall : 
And laftly, a Puteal, that is, an inferiour or 
more :contracted Court of Juftice, ftil’d fo, 
Decaufe the Tetum or Tegument of it, refem- 


bled the brim of,a Hat, or cover of a W ms 
If 








If any of their Families had been A: diles,and 
deputed to decide thofe Actions the Roman 
Lawes ftiled Redhibitorie, they infculp’d on 
their Dexarii two Figures fitting upon a {eat 
of Judicature; or again, if they had been 
A diles Cereales, and employ'd by the Senate 
to buy Corn to fupport and refreth the peo- 
ple of Rome, they {tamp’don the Reverle of 
their Coyn, a fhip, out of which feemed to 
iflue out. {prigs of Wheat, or elfe, a Modius 
or Roman Buthel plac’d between two ears of 
Corn; orlaftly, a pair of Scales placed over 
a Sella Curulis, which imprefs wasi{tamp'd on 
their Coyn, as wellas the Devarii of the Pre-. 
tors. If they had been Flamens they {tamped 
likewife fome fignal Mark on the Reverfe of 
their Devarii, to inftrud future ages, that 
fome of their Families had been honour’d 
with that Office, as ifthey had been Flamines 
Kuivinales, or Flamens to Romulus, they in- 
{culp'd the Figure of a Woman arm’d with a 
Spear and Helmet (the Reprefentation of 
Rome ) fitting on a Shield, and holding in 
her right hand a {harp pointed Apex (the 
common Symbol of Priefthood ) which was 
the Taffel 6r top of the Sacerdotal Pileus, or 
Flamens Bonnet. Now the Apex amoneft 
the Antients was a Symbol of fuch Eminence 
and Dignity, that in Ages of an elder Infcri- 
Ption, feveral Kings are pourtray d and in- 
E {culp’d 
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fculp’d on Antique Coyns, fupporting it, to 
intimate, that in times of avery High Afcent 
amongtt the Gentiles, the Priefthood was 
{till entwin'd with the Scepter. I thall-exhibit 
a brief Scheme of fome Examples of it. Strabo 
aflerts, L7b.5. That in Aritia it was united to 
the Priefthood of Diana, and in Cappadocia, 
to the Temple of Bellona. 
The Old Zgyptians and Athiopians chofe 
their Kings, out of their Colledges of Priefts. 
Midas, King of Phrygia was confecrated to 
Orpheus. ‘The Lacedemoniqan Kings did al- 
wayes facrifice in perfon. Ze#ophon Records 
the like of Cambyfes; and Curtins of Alexan- 
der. Halycarnaffeus affirms, that Romulus ma- 
nag d all that concern’d the Gods by himfelf. 
In the Eaft Indies the Adglabar Kings do not 
difdain the Office of the Brachmans : Andit 
3s fufficiently known, that amoneft the Arabs 
and Saracens, the fame perfon was both

layes it down amongit the Qualifications and 
Characters of a compleat Prince, that he 
fhould be a good Souldier, a Judgewand a 
Prieft, » And hence it is, that at the Inaugu- 


ration of the Kings of Eygland, one of the Re- 


galia, that is an ingredient in that Solenmity, 
ts the CoHobium or Dalmatica , a Garment 
Jomething refembling a Surpliffe, to {pecifie, 
that the’ Regal and Sacerdotal Office were 
Singin : compbin’d 
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eombin’d and twifted together in one perfor 
If they had been Flamens to Azars, they re- 
prefented two Figures on their Coyns one 
fupported the Image of Victory, the other 
reached fortha Star, to intimate that he was 
Confecrated to. the fervice of the Deity a- 
bovefaid. If they had been Flamens. to 
Apollo, they infeulped upon a Tripos a Simpu- 
lum or Ewer (the Emblem of Religion) pla- 
ced between two Stars, ‘to fignifie the Morn- 
ing and the Evening Star, or elfe the Rifing 
and Setting of the Sun'in the Eaft and Weft. 
[had almoft forgor'that the ‘Zdiles and Pre- 
tors abovementioned were when the Ludi 
Appollinares, Seculares, Cereales, Confuales or 
Circenfes, and other folemn Sports or Games 
_were celebrated,to provide Bulls for {acrifice 
and baighting, and Hinds, and other Beatts 
for hunting ; whence all thofe perfons that 
had faftained thofe two Offices to perpetuate 
the Memory of that Employment, infculped 
on the Roman Devariz, either a Bulls head 
cabofed, or elfea Hind, and:a Bow bent and 
Quiver, which we may fee in Fulvins Vilinas 
does ftill adorn the reverfe of the Confular 
Coyn. Ifany of the Roman Families had 
been Augurs to convey a Commenoratio to 
potterity they were adorned with that Dig- 
nity,they imprefied on their Deariza Simpu- 
dum or Ewer ufed in Sacrifices, a 'Tripos, and 
EA a Lituns 
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a Lituus or-crooked Augurall ftaff 5 as the 
Conluls and Pretors{tamped on their Coyn, 
(as appears in Fulvivs Urfinus )fometimes a Ri- 
der placed in a chariot drawn with two horfes 
in full career, fometimes drawn with four in 
the {ame pofture, to intimate, that the Games 
dedicated to Apollo, or elfe the Ludi Circenfes 
or Confuales, the Games devoted to Neptune 
were exhibited to the people, when they ma- 
maged the Offices abovefaid. If any of the 
Roman Families had obliged the people by 
the combat of Gladiators by their Munifi- 
cence prefented to them, they did engrave on 
their Dexarii two crooked Engines, refem- 
bling two Shepherds crooks in Salteir, a wea- 
pon ufed by the Gladiators, called Thraces, 
anda Shield and a Laquews or Halter, and 
fometimes a Net, deftructive inftruments em- 
ployed by the Gladiators, ftiled the Laque- 
arit and Retiarii to entangle and ruine their 
Opponents, If they, had at any time by a 
cautious retreat fecured any part of the Ro- 
man Armies, they infculped on their Coyna 
Pagurus or Crabb, fupporting fome Weapons 
and Enfigns. If again, they had by: their 
prudence, and fober procraftination of affairs, 
deftroyed the rath and precipitate onfets of 
the Enemy, they ftamped on the reverfe of 
their Devariia Crabb grafping a Butterflie. 
If they had by any Noble and generous un: 
dertaking 
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dertaking refcued their gafping Country , 
or faved the Lives of its Citizens, or at- 
chived the Spolia opimas they in{culp’d on 
the Reverfe of their Devarii, either the Fi- 
gures of Amphinomus and Avnapias, two. Bre- 
thren of Catana in Sicily, who whena Deluge 
of fire had difembogued. it felf from the 
flaming Entrails of ZAixa,and made an eru- 
ption upon fome part of that Iland, fnatch- 
edup their aged Parents, and after the de- 
molithing of many Difficulties, faved their 
lives by endangering their own : or elfe a 
Crown of Oaken leaves, or laftly, an arm- 
ed-Figure on Horfeback , fupporting the 
Spoilsand Trophies taken from the {laugh- 
tered Prince. Nor did they want fome Re- 
prefentations upon their Coin to difcover 
from whence they were defcended 3 as if 
they were defcended from sicily, they 
{tamp'd on their Dewari three Legs, coupl- 
ed.and embraced, or interlaced (the Symbol 
of that land) if from Chios or Sio,a 
Pitcher or Jarre with: two ears was imprefk ; 
if from the Sabixs, who boafted thei Ex- 
traction to be from the Pelafez, who firft 
peopled Arcadia, they infculp’d one of the 
Stimphalides,a xavenous Bird arm’d with an 
Helmet, which the fidions of Poets made 
proper only to that Province : Nor did thofe 
who had the care of the Mint, nor thofe 
who 
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who kept Stakes atthe Games ftil’d Tai or 
Latrunculi, mach refembling the {port of 
Cockall amongft Children, want fome mo- 
nument engraven on the antient Devariz ; 
which might declare that fome of the Fa- 
mily had been Curatores Mfonete , or ‘Ludi 
Afagistri; to perpetuate the memory of the 
firft, they f{tamp’d,a Forge, an Anvil, an 
Hammer, and a pair of Tongs or Pincers 5 
and to inforce the ‘memory ‘of the laft, 
they infculp’d a Temple devoted Dee Sorti, 
or elfe four Quadrilateral Bones, with this 
Infcription interwoven, Qui ludit, Arram 
det, quod {atis eff. Before I conclude this 
Difcourfe, I muft obferve out of Urfxus, 
that if any of the Roman Families had béen 
invelted with any of thofe Offices, or all 
of them gradually or fucceffively, that did 
merit the Sella Curulis, as an Enfign or Rer- 
quifite of their Dignity or Dignities 5 they 
infculp'd on their Devarit a Sella Curulis, 
with one Crown as Ornament impofed up- 
onit, and fometimes with two, three, or 
four, tointimate the variety of thofe emi- 
nent Employments they had~been engaged 
in : as Silla {tamp’d on the Reverfe of a 
Denariws, relating to his Family, four Crowns 
to declare-his four Victories. Indeed this 
Sella Curulis was of fohonourable eftimate 
among{t the Romans, that when the Senate 
of 
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of Rome would teftifie by fome folemn e- 
vidences their Affection to thofe Kings that 
were in Amity with them, they ufually én- 
dow'd them with a Sella Curulis, an Ivory 
Staff, a Tunica Palmata, a loofe Coat or Tu- 
nic, embroider’d with Palm Branches; and 
laftly, Toga Pidfa,a Gown embellifhed and 
adorn’d with feveral Figures. And hence 
it is that onthe Reverfe of an antien Coin, 
Ariobarzanes King of Cappadecia is infculp’d, 
velted with a Roman Gown and Tunic, 
placed on a Sella Curulis, and fupporting 
in his left Hand an Ivory Staff’; to declare 
he was aPrince that held.an Amicable cor- 
re{pondence with the Romans. Having had 
had occafion before to mention the Roman 
Crowns, I fhall now exhibit ina compendi- 
ous Reprefentation , the feveral Species of 
them, and fo conclude. 

And firft there was Corona Trinmphalis, 
or Aurea , Which in elder times was com- 
ofed of Lawrel, butin more modern Ages 
was fafhioned of Gold. It wasfent by the 
Senate tothe Lord General, as a Trophie 
to adorn his Triumphs. Secondly Corona 
Obfidionalis or Grantinea, which was given 
by the Soldiers to the General, when he had 
refcued them from a Siege, and was form- 
ed of the Grafs of the place where they 
had been befieg’d. Now the Reafon of this 
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was, that by this Monument they might 
feem to yield up the right of that place to 
their, Captain. And hence it was that an- 
tiently-in Races and other Mafteries, he that 
was fubdued , did: gather up fome of the 
Grafs of that place, and gave it to the Con- 
querour as.an evidence of his acknowlede- 
ment that he was vanquifhed. Hencéthat 
Phrale, Herbaw porrigere, is to confefs a Vi- 
Gory. Thirdly Corova Civica or Quercea, 
the Civick Crown framed out of Oaken 
Leaves, which was given to him that had 
faved thelife of a Roman Citizen, and in 
procedure of the fubfequent Ages to the 
General himfelf, if he had fpared the life of 
a Citizen, when itlay in his power to de- 
firoy him. Fourthly Coreza Muralis, or a: 
Crown Mural, that was given him that firft 
{caled the Wall of any Town beleagured 
by the Romans 3 In memory of which, the 
Circlet of it was embellifhed with Trophies 
which refembled the Battlements of a Wall. 
Fifthly Corona Caftrenfis or Vallaris, which 
was given to him that firft entred the Ene- 
mies Camp; inmemory of which fignal At- 
chievement,the Circle or Orbit of the Crown 
was adorn'd: with fomething that reprefent- 
ed a Bulwark or Jevalia, or elf the Mound 
(ftil’d in Latin Yallum_) that both fapported 
and {trengthen’d them, Sixthly Corona, Na- 
valis, 
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valis that was beftowed on him that firft 
entred the Enemies Ships, the Top orSum- 
mit of which tefembled in its Figure the 
Beaks of Ships 5 from whence it was like- 
wile ftil’d Corona Rofirata. Seventhly, Co- 
rona Ovalis, which was compos’d of Myr- 
tle Leaves, and was confer'd on thofe who 
only had merited an Ovation, not a Tti- 
umph. Now an Ovation was granted when 

the Adverfaries that were fubdued were 

Thieves and Pirates, that is,of no confider- 
ableimportance 5 or fecondly, when the Vi- 
ctory was. atchiev’d without much hazard, 
or effufion of Blood, the Enemies voluntari. 

_ly fubmitting themfelves to the mercy or dit 
cretion of the Victor, : 

I now proceed to take a view of the Ro- 
man Imperial Coyns; and firft I find one of 
julius Cefar's, on whole Reverle isinfculp'd 
an armed Man fupporting the Image of Vi- 
Ctory 5 and on another’s Reverfe, an armed 
Man, fuftaining in his right Hand a little 
Cell or Chappel, which fome may conjecture 
contain'd the Image of Victory 3 though | 
Yather believe it fhrouded the portraicture 
of the Eagle, the only fignal Trophy or Ban- 
ner of the Roman Empire: for whereas in 
times of an ‘elder Infcription, the Romans 
bore on their Enfigns the Boar, the Wolf, 
the Minotaure, the Hore and the Fagle 5 
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they were reduced by. Aturiw folely to the 
Eagle 3 which was eftablifhed by him to be 
the folemn fucceflive Standard of the Ro- 
man Armies, and was preferved in a little 
Cell or quadra ngular Shrine, which was 
compos d fometimes of Silver, and fometimes 
of Gold. After Auguftws had atchievd his 
Victory at Adinm, and reduced Agypt by 
Conqueft , he {tamp'd on the Reverfe of 
his Coyn a Crocodile, and fometimes a 
Crocodiles Chain’d to a Palm Tree , with 
this In{cription, Zgyptia Capta. The like 
was go vd by Titus , after his Conquelt 
of Fudea and ferufa lem, who infculp’d on 
the Reve of his Coyns, a Woman {fit- 
ting under a Palm-Tree in a doleful and 
calamitous pofture ; afd on others, a Wo- 
mah leaning againfta Palm Tree with her 
Hands bond (the Symbol’ or Hterogly- 
phick of Captivi ty ) and ly Infcription 
annex’d, jae Capta. On the Reverfe of 
fome of Tiberivs his Coyns, I find the Arms 
in ufe among the antient Germans, lodg'd i 
afhuffled or confufed Heap (the Embleme 
ef fome Rout or Overthrow ) and this Mot 

to affixed, Germania 3 the like Sculpture with 
little of no Variation is reprefented on the 
Reverle of fome Coyns of Domitian. After 
Corbulo had reduced Tigranocerta, the Me- 
tropolis of Armenia , Nero ftamp'd on. the 
Reverfe 
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Reverfeof fome of his Medals a Bull ateas 


qued, held or drag’d by the-Horns, with 
thefe words fubjoyn’d, Armenia Captas by 
which was. intimated his Conqueft over 
that Country , which was fo copioully 
productive of that fore of Cattle.  In- 


deed when moft of the Roman Emperours 


had obtain'd any folemn Congueft over any 
foreign Army or Province, they were ac- 
cuftomed to preferve the Remembrance of 
that fignal Atchivement, by reprefenting 
on the Reverfe of their Coyns a Sagum or 
Military Caflock, fometimes. hanging on an 
Oak, and fometimeslodg’d on a Palm Tree, 
When they inftituted or eftablithed any Co- 
lony , if it was erected on the Maritime 
parts of any Province, they ufed to infculp 
on theright fideof their Coyn the Name of 
the defigned Colony, and on the Reverfe 
the Beak or Head of a Ship (the antient Hic- 
roglyphick of Naval Peregrinations. ) Butif 
again it were form’d or fix’d in the more In- 
land parts, they likewife {tamp’d the name 

of the Colony on one fide; but on the Re- 

verfe, a Plough, or elf two Oxen, to inti- 

mate that they hadaflign’d as much Land’ 
towards its fupport or eftablithment, as-two 
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Oxen couldin one day plouch up in a Cir- 
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the Reverle of their. Medals two Hands 
clafped and lodg’d on a Sagum or Military 


Caflock, the Symbol of a Soldier 5 when | 
they would reprefent their Concord, they | 
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infculp'd three Armed men in Fefle embra- 


cing each other. When they would exhi- 


bit a Reprefentation of publick Peace or | 


Tranquillity, they infculp’d a Woman fup- 
porting a Patera,a Platter or Dith ufed at the 


Rutes of Sacrifices, in one Hand, and in the’ | 


other a Horn fraught or laden with Corn, 
Fruit, and Flowers; to fuggeft to us, that 
both Religion and Plenty did moft thrive 
and flourifh under the calm and Serenity of 
a publick Peace. Hope was reprefented on 


their Medals by the Sculpture of a Woman 


grafpimg in her right Hand fome Sprigs of 
Corn, as yet in its infancy or Minority. he 
Image of. good Event, on the Reverfé of 
fome coynsof Trajaz, is exhibited to us by 
the Figure of a Woman, reaching out in one 
Hand a facrificing Dith or Platter, and fu 
taining fome mature Ears of Corn in the o- 
ther 5 to intimate, that we muft never ex- 
pect any profperous fuccef$ or event of af 


fairs, unlefs we firflt make our Application 
or Addrefs to Heaven (typified by the facri- 
ficing Patera) to improve the undertaking : 
and on the Reverfe of another Medal of 
Trajan abovelaid, there is the Sculpture of a 


Thunder- 
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Thunderbolt reposd on a Pillow, tacitly to 
infinuate to ‘Princes, that the feverity of 
Juftice fhould be mollified and attempered 
with Mercy. When they exprefe’d the pub- 
lick Security of the Empire, they infculp’d 
the Gate of aCity onfome of their Coyn; 
_ and on others the Imprefs of the Atches of 
d Bridge. Providence was reprefented on 
the Reverfe of their Medals, by the Figure 
of a Temple, with fix Eagles petch’d onthe 
Top (the antient Embleme of Piety and pro- 
Piderelal Perfpicacity) three refpecting the 
Eaftern, and three beholding the We~ 
{tern Situation of it. When the Youth of 
the Emperour was to be reprefented, and 
his Improvement in years, or rather indeed 
the Increafe of the Empire in Dominion and 
Extent, aiid Gradation of power, upon the 
Revere of fome Roman Medals was {tamp- 
ed the Imprefs of Fupiter beftriding a Goat, 
with this Motto afhix’d, i Crefcenti : On 
other Reverfes is infculp’d the Effigies of 
that Deity abovefaid , in an ereé& pofture, 
rafping in his right hand his three-forked 
hunder, and in another a Lance, with thefé 
words annex’d, Jour Propdgnatori 5 and ort

tutelary Protectors. The Confecration or 
devoting the Roman Temples to their refpe- 
ctive Gods , was intimated by the Signature 
ofa {quare Temple with Fire iffuing from the 

top, with this Infcription afixed, Confecratio 3 
to infinuate that Devotions exhaled in thofe 
confecrated Repofitories fhould be like that 
Element, intenfe and fervent. 

. The Apotheofts or Deification of the Em- 
perours was declared upon the Reverfe of the 
Roman Medals by the Figure of an Eagle 
afcending upto Heaven out of the Flame of 
their- Funeral Piles.

fubduer of Difeafes; as his Laurel Garland 
fuggelts : The knotty Staff intimates the diffi: 
culty and intricacy of Diftempers and Mala- 
dies in their feveral mixtures and complicati- 
ons5 and therefore Hygiea & Faso, Health 
and Cure,are the Children of A/culapins. His 
Mother was Corovis, derived from the Greek 
Keeoviv'a Mifceo » Tempero, or the juft Mix- 
ture or Temper of the Aire, which becaufe it 
depends on the influence of the Sun, there 
fore Apollo is faid to have begot Z/culapivs of 
her 5 but when he flew her with his Arrows 
is under{tood,that the Sun with his Beams did 
firft overheat, and then infe& the Air with 
Peftilence ; fothat the Flame without cau- 
fed the natural heat within to degene-

Antéeus is the Symbol*of a Covetous Man ; 

the more his Affeétions touch Earthly things 

the ftronger is his Avarice, until he be raifed 

from the Earth by celeftial Cogitations, and 

then his covetous Thoughts expire and die. 

‘ Apollo may be the Hieroglyphick of the fy- 

preme Divinity it felfs for the Gentiles paint- 

ed him with his Harp and three Graces in one :

derftood that God was not only a.punifher of 
Impiety, but a rewarder of Goodnefs ; as 
he had two Arrows, fo he had various pu- 
nifhments, yet he hath referved the melodi- 
ous Harp of his Mercy to fweeten them; and 
having but two Arrows hath three Graces, to 
intimate he hath a greater {tock of Mercies 
than Punifhments; and therefore the fame 
Hand that grafps the Arrows, fuftains alfo the 
Shield,to declare,that even then when his Ar- 
rows are levelled at us, his Shield fecures and 
fhelters us. poo, the fame Deity with 
the Sun,was by Antiquity painted withWings 
to fignifie the fwiftnef$ of his Motion, and : 
with one fide of his Head fhaved, and the o- 
ther hairy; by which was. intimated, that 
whilft the Sun enlightned one Hemifphere, 
the other was dark, for by his hair they figni- 
fied his Beams, and by his baldnefs, DarknefS 
produced by his abfence : His Tripos may fig- 
nifie the three Circles*in the Zediack which e- 
very year hetouches, namely the Ecliptick, 
and two Tropicks : His Shoes and Garments 
were of Gold, to difcover to us the Reful: 
gency of hisBeams. The Sun was fometimes 
painted by the Ancients adorned with a 
Crown, {tudded with twelve Jems, and fome- 
times with four Urns, or Pitchers at his wih

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| by which was fignified the year, with its 
_ twelve Moneths and four Seafons: Sometimes 
| again they placed him ona Lion, with a Bat. 
| ket on his head, and a Lance in his hand, with 
the Image of Victory on it, by which they 
| intimated that the heat of the Sun fubdues 
| the wildeft Creatures, and that all their plen- | 
| ty and filling of their baskets, refalted from 
_ hisinfluence, who like a triumphant Conque- | 
| .rour, rides in his Golden Chariot of light a- 
| bout the world. | 
Neptune and Apollo were affirmed to build the 
Walls of Troy, becaufe Morter and Brick are 
-compofed by the Aid of Water and Heat ; or 
elfe becaule Laomedon either purloined or 
borrowed fome Treafire out of the Temples 
of Apollo and Neptune, to ere& them, 
Afopus wasthe name of a River in Beotia, 
ftiled the Son of Fupiter or of Neptune 5 toin- 
timate, that all Rivers are either begot of the 
Air converted into Rain, or of the Sea. 4. 
Jopws was. deftroyed by Fupiters Phunder, 
whilft he purfued after him to refeue his 
Daughter £gin2 from his intemperate em- 
braces; by which may be fignified that the Ri- 
ver was dried up by the heat of the Air. 
Atlas was a King of Mauritania, who from 
the eminency and bignefS of his Stature was 
fabuloufly afferted to be transformed into 2 
Mountain of that name: He was faid likewile 
to 
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‘to have a Garden of Golden Apples becaule 


of the plenty of Golden Mines in his Kings 
dome. 4tlas-was the name of an Hill, which 
from the height of it was affirmed to fupport | 
Heaven; and to be begotten of Heaven and 
of Day becaufe of the continual Light lodg- 
ed on the, Top of it, as being not obfeured 
with Mitts, or difordered with Vapours and 
Clouds. This is the name’ of him who firft 
difcovered the learning of Aftronomy, and 
the invention of the Sphere, and from this 
knowledge was faid tofupport Heaven: 

Aurora Was allerted by Antiquity to be the 
Daughter of Hyperiow which fignifies to go ‘a> 
bove, for it is from above we have the light 
of the Sun : her Mother was Thza,to intimate 
thatit is by divineGift that we enjoyLight;for 
nothing doth more exemplarily reprefent the 
Divinity than Lightsher Charriot fignifies her 
Motion, which fometimes hath two,fometimes 
four Horfes, to declare that fometimes the rifes 
flower and fometimes fooner. The reftoring 
of antient T7thoxws to youth by Phyfick, dif= 
covers tous that thofe Medicinal Drugs and 
Simples that are tranfported from the Eaft, are 
powerful for the improvement of Health, and 
re{titution of vigour to the body, 

Bacchws was worthipped with Ceres, and e+ 
{teemed her infeparable Companions to infi+ 
nuate,that our life is fuftained jointly by Corn 
and 
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land Wine, and that one without the other 
will notfupport us long : Bacchus is {aid to be 
| extracted out of his Mother Semeles Athes, 
| becaufe they being hot, are efteemed good 
| Compott for the Roots of Vines: andto be 
I cherifhed in Fupiters Thighsbecaufe the Vine 
profpers beft ina warm Air. And fince moi- 
| {ture is required to the increafe and improve- 
| ment of Wine, therefore Bacchus is {aid to be 
| nurfed and educated by the Nymphs-and Hy- 
_adés: He was painted fometimes witha bald 
Head,with,a Sith or Sickle in one Hand, with 
a Jugge or Pitcher inthe other, alfo witha 
'Womans Garment, and a Chaplet of Rofes 
about his head, which may denotethe con- 
fequences. or Effects of Wine 5 It produces 
| Baldnefs; becaufe its immoderate ufe orexcefS 
dries up the Radical Moifture of the Biain, 
and fills it with fuperfluous and adventitious 
humours which introduce Baldnef$+. the Sith 
-demonftratesthatthe diforderly taking in of 
“Wine (typified by the Pitcher) is an effici-. 
-ent caufe of the abbreviation and cutting off 
of humane life: the Womans vefture and gar- 
land of Rofes reprefent the effeminacy ‘of 
JOrunkards, and that propenfion to Venery, 
to which Wine and Rofes are powerful incen- 
tives and provocations. Bacchus: was always 
reprefented naked, to’ intimate that wine 
difmantles the inclofures: of the Soul, and o- 
pens

pens fecrets, and therefore the chattering Pie 
was as his own Bird peculiarly affigned and 
devoted unto him, and becaufe Wine quick- 
ens and refines ingenuity,therefore the quick- 
fighted Dragon was confecrated to Bacchus 
likewife. His Ghariot was drawn by Pan- 
thers, Tygers and Linxes; to fuggeft tous the 
Rage, Violence, difordered Paffions, and o- 
ther variety of humouts (noted by the Linx- 
es) that refult from excefs of Wine. 

Boreas was the Sonof Neptuze and brother 
of Iris; for as Winds are the product of ma- 
ritime Vapours, fo are Rains, Clouds, and 
Rainbows by the aid of the Sun. Boreas ra- 
vithes fair Orithia, or the North-Wind blatts 
and deflours beauty. 

Zetis and Calais the Sonsof Boreas, that is 
Cold and Drinefs, diffipate the Harpies, that 
is Southern Peftilential Vapours which are foi 
ruinous’ and defttuctive to living Creatures: 
For inthe SouthernWind there are three pro- 
perties correfpondent to the three names of 
the Harpies, fudden and {wift blafts, thatis 0- 
cipite, {torms 4/lo, and obf{curity Celeno. 

Out of the fiction of Caftor & Pollux we may 
collec the creation of the Sun and Moon, for

Rain, which may be ftiled the Blood of Hea- 
ven3 they are faid to rebel againft Jupiter’ 
when they difcompofe the Air, and are trant- 
pierc’'d with 4pol/o's and Diana's Arrows,that 
is difpelled & exhaufted by the Beams and In- 
fluences of the Sun and Moon:their hairy Feet: 
denoted theWindings & Riollings of Vapourss 
their Hairinefs,their Variety and Copioufnets,: 

Venus and Cupid were {aid to accompany 
the Graces, to intimate that Humane Nature 
is preferved by Generation, reprefented by 

Venus and Cupid, and by Mutual Benevolence 
and Bounty expreffed by the’ three Graces, 
which were Thalia a flourifhing Eftate, Aglaia 
Honour or Glory, Exphrofve trae joy and 
Comfort, which are the Handmaids of Love. 
The Temple of the Graces was erected in the 
midft of the Street, that all perfons might 
remember to be. both Bountiful and Grateful. 
Apollo and Mercury are painted fometimes 
ufhering the Graces to declare the Prudence 
and Celerity are requifite to’ that {uppor- 
ting of Thanksgiving and Bounty. Seneca 
by the three Graces underftands three forts of 
Benefits, fome given, fome received, and 
fome returned back upon «the Benefactor A 

two look towards us, and one hath her Face 

trom us, becaufe Benefits are oftentimes dou-

| Hand, becaute in beneficence there fhould be

By Hercules fome underftand the Sun, whe 
bis the Glory of the Air, which then glitters 
}moft when. it is gilt and enamelled with the 
| Beams of the Sun. His twelve Labours are the 
| twelve figns of the Zodsack which every year 
| he pafies thorough,and all thofe Vapours and 

| Clouds which he diflipates and exhaufts, are 
| thofe Difficultiesand Oppofitions which Faro 

| the Air cafts before him, to ob{cure his Glory. 

| He is married to Hebe the Goddef of Youth, 

) becaufe when he returns tous in the Spring, 

}the World buds forth again in a renewed 

| Youth. By Herculesthe Ancients did not on- 

ily underftand Magnanimity and Courage, 

but the power of Eloquence likewife ; which 

| they expreffed,. when they painted him with 

Chains proceeding from his Tongue, and ti- 

ed tothe Ears of People, whom he drew af- 

ter 
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ter him 5 by which they fignified how power- | 
ful Eloquence is to fubdue the Affections of : 
the Vulgar, and toattraé them from far. The 


Romans were accuftomed to worthip Mercury 


within the City, and Hercules without, to firg-' 
geft that theirCommon-wealth was fupported | 
by Strength and Induftry abroad, and by E-| 
loquence and Policy at home. Soldiersand | 
Wreitlers ufed to confecrate their Devotions 
to Afercury and Hercules together,to intimate | 
that in War and Wreftling , *Policy and| 
Strength fhould {till unite in an equal Combi: | 
nation. | | 

Some by the golden Apples of the 4tlanti-| 
des or Hefperides underftandSheép of a yellow | 
Fleece hike Gold 5 formiasw in Greek, fignifies| 
both an Apple &a Sheep: Thefe SheepHercules | 
tranfported from Africa toEzrope,aftet he had | 
deftroyed Draco the Shepherd:By thefe Gold= 
en Apples may be fignified a Golden Mine! 
near Mount Atlas in Africa,which Hercules firft | 
difcovered. By this Garden guarded by a |

| > AntiquitysinAnttent reprefentations, pia- 
ced Jupiter on ‘a Throne, to declare his Imé 
mutability; invefted him with a Crown, ''to 
intimate his Authority; they attired hint 
iwith a Vefture, reprefenting Light, and 
Flames of Fire; and embellifhed with Stars, to 
' difcover his Divine Nature and eminent Glo-

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ry ; they put a Pair of Globes in one hand; 
the one of Amber, the other of Gold, to 
fignifie that both the Globes of Heaven and | 
Earth are under his jurifdiction 3 in the other 
hand a Viol or Citron, to fuggeft to us,thathe | 
is the Original of that admirable Harmony | 
which is in the World : His Throne is cove- | 
red with a Garment of Peacocks Tails, to re- | 
prefent his Providence and Omnifcience 5 his | 
Sandals or Shoes.are of a Green Complexion, | 
& he trod upon Neptuze’s Trident, to intimate 
that both Sea and Land are under his Do- 
minions they painted him with Thunder in | 
his hand, to difcover he isthe chaftifer of Im- | 
piety : fometimes they reprefented him with: | 
a Scepter in one hand, and a Circle in theo- 
ther, to intimate he is the Monarch that fways 
and controuls the Univerfe. They placed 
fdometimes the Image of Victory in his hand, 
to manifeft that all Victories and Conquetts. | 
are but the refults of his power and provi- 
dence: They painted him fometimes without | 
Ears, fometimes with four Ears, to infinuate | 
that Princes fhould have no Ears for Sycoe | 
phants or. Slanderers, but many for com- 
plaintsand advice: they gave him alfo three 
Eyes, whereof one was fituated in his fore~| 
head, to declare that the Knowledge of Prin- 
ces fhould be more eminent and fublime, by 
feeing farther and higher than any: private 
{pecu- f 
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 fpeculation. Juftice is always painted by Ju- 
_ piter, to fignifie that the actions of Princes 
_muft be juftand equitable. Fupzter fubdued 
_ #geon and the remainder of the Giants, to 
_manifeft that Kings muft not fuffer Tyranny 
-and Oppreffion to pafs unchaftifed. “Fupzter 
isfaid to have begot divers Daughters, ftiled 
Prayers, to reprefent that Princes muft have a 
paternal care of their peoplesintreaties and. 
-addreffes,and not reject or contemn them. Fu- 
piter efpoufed Azetis which fignifies Counfel, 
_and after by fwallowing her, conceived Pal- 
Jas in his Brain; fo Princes muft wed them- 
felves to fober Counfellors, and by fwallow- 
ing their fage advice, their Heads fhall be 
pregnant with Wifdome, and they thall pro- 
duce prudent Actions. ‘jupiter was Father of 
the Mufes, to intimate that Princes fhould be 
Patrons and Guardians of learned men. 
- Ixion was tied to a Wheel with Snakes, 
which may denote he was a Man corroded 
with Malice and Envy, &that the Lives of Ty- 
rants are as unfteady and unftable as a Wheel. 
Iycaon was a Bloody Prince of Arcadia, 
who was by Fupiter faid to be changed in- 
to a Wolf; which fabulous Legend had its 
rife and growth either from his Barba- 
rous Tyranny and oppreffion, or from his 
being infefted with the Difeafe ftiled 
Aycanthropia which renders men melan- 
ne : I 3 choly, 
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choly, fad, defolate, ravenous and’ favage; 
or elfe being expelled his Kingdome for his 
barbarous excefles in Government he retired | 
into.the Woods, where he lived the Life of | 
a, Wolf, by pillaging and deftroying of Pafs 
fengers ; or fourthly , becaufe he wore. a 
Wolfs Skin, and: inftructed his people to co- 
ver and fecure their houfés with the Skins| 
of Wolves and other favage Beaftss or laftly | 
he is affirmed to receive this transformation | 
becaufe » he was the firft that devoted. the | 
Feafts {tiled Lycea tothe Honour of Jupiter, | 
who gathered from thence the Appellation |

fore he is aflerted to have fhot his vifive 
beams thorough the body of that Planet 5 
and from his infpection into the caufes of 
Winds and Tides, he was faid to takea view © 
of Ships in the moft diftant Harbours. 

Mars was {tiled by the Antientsthe Deity 
of War, becaufe he wasthe firft that inftitu- 
ted Military Difcipline : his Mother was ‘Fu 
no, tointimate that Riches ingender difcords 
and hoftile Animofities; and Thero or Fierce- 
nefs was his Nurfe; his Aflociates were Anger 
and Clamour, for thefe do infeparably ac- 
company War, therefore Fear and Terror 
were the two Horfes which drew his Chariot, 
and BeYoua his Sifter, with a bloody Whip, 
ftill attended upon him: Fame with her 
Wings full of Eyes, Ears and Tongues, blew 
the Trumpet before him, to difcover to’us 
that Wars oftentimes had their firft Efflux or

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- Emanation from falfe rumors and ‘ill eftabli- 


fhed reports; The Romans to infinuate how 
much they detefted Civil Wars or mutual 
Contefts, interdicted the painting of the I- 
mage of Mars on the publick Gates of Cities 
of the private Doors of Houfes, but permit- 
ted the pourtraying of it on thofe of Cotta- 
ges and Villages ; but inftead of that,adorned 
the entrances of their Cities and’ Manfions 
with the reprefentation of Mercury, to fug- 
geftto us, that by maintaining War abroad, 
they preferved Peace at home : Vuz/can bound 
Mars and Venus together, but Neptune difen- 
gaged them of that reftraint,\ to intimate that 
Luft is improved by the heat and warmer Sal: 


















lies of Youth, but congealed and mortified 
by Age, which is cold and moift, and was fit- 


ly defigned by Neptune. 
Mars \ikewile was {tiled Neciz or Necis by 


the Acitan?, a People of Spain, and wor- | 
fhipped under that denomination 5 who pour-

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Mercury by the Antients was conftituted 
the Deity of Eloquence, and therefore fome 
aflert he was ftiled Atercurins, quali mediws 
Currens, for Speech is that which runs be- 
tween Man and Man: He was painted winged 
both in his head and feet, either to demon- 
{trate the various motions of the Planet Azer- 
curie, or elfe the nimble acutenefs of Elo- 
quence. He fubdued and deftroyed Argus, 
to infinuate that Princes by- the concur- 
rent Aid of Orators charm and reduce the 
many ey’d Multitude, who are fooner re- 


_ claimed to obedience by Tongues than by 





Swords. 

Mercury was likewife painted witha Rod 
in his Hand wrap’d about with two Serpents 
embracing each other, by which is fignified 
the confederacy that is required between E- 
loquence and Wifdome, typified by the Ser- 
pent;& where Eloquence andWifdom are en- 
twined, there the State is well managed, inti- 
mated by the Rod or Scepter, the Symbol of 
government : or elfe this difcovers to us, that 
the moft brutifh and Serpentine Difpofitions 
are fuppled and made tame by Eloquence. 
He was pourtrai’d fupporting a purfe, to de- 
clare that gain of which he was the Deity was 
to be improved by diligence, expedition and 
ingenuity:hence he was painted with a Cock, 
and a Goat by him, to fuggeft that as vigi-

lance is exacted in a Merchant of which the’ 


Cock was the Type 3. fo he fhould demolifh 
all Difficulties that fhould occur, as the 
Goat furmounts the moft difficult and rag- 
ged precipices. By ddercary fome of the An- 
tients underftood the Sun, and then his Wings 


may fignifiehis Velocity 5 the killing of #r-- 


gus. may reprefent that the appearance of the 
Sun puts out the light of the Stars, which are 
asfo many Eyes of Heaven. The Sun feems to 
behold us witha threefold Afpeét, Pale, Red 
and Blew ; the firft prefages Rain, the fecond 
Winds, and the third ferenity : and therefore 
it is probable they painted Asercury with three 
heads upon a {quare Stone,to demonttrate ei- 
ther the four parts of the World, or elfe*the 
four Seafons of the year, or elfé to demon- 
{trate the Conftancy and Stability of Speech 
and Eloquence of which he was the Author 5 
or laftly to difcover that the knowledge of 
Letters, Vaulting, or Wreftling, Mufick and 
Geometry, entitled their primary invention to 
Hermes or Mercury. And to declare that the 
Sun never languifhes into age, or decays in 
vigour, they reprefented Afercury always 
young, Beardlefs and cheerful 5 and peradven- 


ture the Effigies of Atercury like a Youth car- | 
rying a Ram, may declare that the Sun feems. | 


to appear young and makes the World look 


Youthful, when he enters into the Sign of the | 


Ram 
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Ram in the Zodiack: He was painted ftill 
with his head covered, to denote that fubtle 
and ingenious heads ftill wrap up their De- 
fignsin dark, ambiguous and gloomy preten- 
ces. 

Minerva was {tiled Fupiter’s Daughter, to 
declare that wifdome 1s a Signal Gift of Hea- 
ven : fhe was extracted from hisBrain becaufe 
that isthe feat of Wifdome; without the Aid 
of Women, becaufe Wifdome is improved, 
not by Generation, but by infufion,  ftudy 
and experience. Aéinerva’s Target ftiled Z- 
gis was clear and polithed like Glafs, and had 
a Gorgons head on it enwreathed with 
Snakes, to intimate that Wifdome is terrible 
toimpious men, and that that and fincerity 
exprefied by the clearnefs'of her Target 


fhould always combine together:A@iverva was 


by Antiquity painted with a Helmet and 
Creft, with a Cockperched on the top of it, to 
fuggeft to us that Wifdome is the defence and 
Ornament of Mankind,and is {till accompani- 
ed with Vigilancy. Therefore they likewife 
pourtrai'd: her with an Owl by ‘her fide, a 
Crow in her hand, a Cock on her hand, and 
a Dragon at her feet, all which import the 
Sagacity, piercing fight and perfpicacity of 
Wifdome :~ They reprefented her fuppor- 
ting a4 round Target on her Arm and a long 
Spearin het hand, to demonttrate that Wife 
: dome 
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dome both proteéts and {ways the World,and 
that it can tranfpierce the moft entangled and 
difficult Affairs, and attaque them at the re- 
motelt diftances. Atinerva was painted fome- 
times with an Helmet of Gold,with a sphynx 
lodged on the top of it, to infinuate to us not 
only the Glory and Splendor of Wifdome, 
but the Intricacy.and MyfterioufnelS of it. 
Whofoever beheld Asinerva's Helmet was 
transformed into a Stone, to difcover to us 
that Wifdome renders men folid, unamazed, 
unmoveable in times of the greateft perplexi- 
ty. Asthere were fome Images confecrated to 
Pallas and Mercury, {tiled Hermathene,fo there 
were fome devoted to Mercury and Hercules, 
denominated Hermeraclie,to denote that Elo« 
quence, Wifdome and Strength fupport the 
World. The Romans facrificed to AGinerva 
and Vulcan on one Altar, to inculcate to us 
that Wifdome fhould be always complicated 
and mingled with Zeal. 

By Atidas’s Ears may be underftood the ex- 
traordinary height or procerity of them; or 
elfe that he was a man of a ftupid or Afinine 
Condition or Capacity ; orthirdly his long 
Ears being a Prince, might import he had 
thofe in every dark Recefs; which gave him 
intelligence of what was acted or {poken; for 
Kings have long Hands aud long Ears: or laft- 
ly his Afinine Ears did infinuate, that thanet 
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he heard many Complaints and Execrations 
_ againit his arbitrary and Tyrannical Goverp- 
_ ment, yet he no more refented thofe, than if 
he had been transformed into an Afs, Perad- 
| venture being a Prince of vaft opulency, and 
| having much treafure, in cutting the River 
| Paolws into fmall Streams for fertilizing and 
| enriching the Country, contributed Rife and 
| Growth to this fiction, that he wathed away 
his Golden Faculty in that River; which be-« 
“came thereby replenifhed with Golden Sands, 
for fo’Rivers may be ftiled, -that improve 
Countries by their overflowing, or by their 
Mud or Slime. 
_. Nemefts,or the Deity of Revenge, ftiled like- 
wile Rhamnufia and Adrafte was by Antiquity 
altirmed to be the Daughter of Jupiter and 
Neceffity, and therefore they painted her 
witha Bridle and a Ruler, to intimate divine 
_ Jufticecurbs and rules the World, in punifh- 
ing the Guilty and protecting the Innocent. 
‘They painted her likewife in the fhape of a 
Virgin of a truculent Afped, fad, guickfigh- 
ted, fuftaininga-Ballance in one hand, anda 
Whip or Rodand an Hatchet inthe other, to 
‘difCover that. Divine  Juftice is inexorable, 
quickfighted in unveiling of truth’*when it 
lies folded up in ob{curity, and that it does 
not chaftife delinquenceswith complacence or 
delight. The Ballance fignifies its Im partiality 
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in recompencing the good, and coirecting the 
Impious; the Whip and Hatchet, the divers 
fity of Punifhments proportionate to the'va- 
riety of Offences. They pourtrai‘d her Na- 
ked, placed ona {quare {tone, tothew that 
fhe is open to applications and complaints,and 
that fhe is {quare, {tedfaftand unvariable. She 
was likewife reprefented {tanding on aWheel, 
to intimate her revolutionsor viciflitudes in 
the world 5 with a ‘Crown or her Head, to 
denote her Dominion, which ‘carried Staggs 
with” {mall Images of Vidory; “fipporting 
Palms, to manifeft that Vengeance makes men 
fearful, becaufe fhe is Victor over the World. 
Her hand grafped a Cup, on which were in- 
feulp'd Zthiopians, to faggelt that Vengeancé 
canovertake a Sinner, though he runs to the 
remotelt A thiopza,and therefore her pourtrai- 
dure was furnifhed with Wings to démoné 
ftrate her Celerity. 
Neptune is by Antiquity affirmed to be the 
firfbinventor of Horfemanthip,becaufe he firtt 
inftructed Men to manage Horfes, “or elfébes 
caufe: he was the ‘firft that "framed Ships; 
which appear to ride on the Sea. They weré 
accuftomed. to paint Neptune; Nerews and the 
refidue of the Sea’Gods, with an Afped fome?

Some underftand Sphynx to bean Amazoni-

When allthe other Deities wandred abroad 
intheir Chariots, Vefta is faid to continue un- 
inoveable in Jupiter's Houfe 5 that is,of all the — 
fimple bodies, the Earth only remains unnto- 
veable in the midft of Fupiter's Houle, intima- 
tedby theAir that encompaffes it roundabout. ; 
The Z£gyptians were accuftomed to paint. 
( Fupiter thrufting an Egge out of his Mouth, 
) and out’ of that Vx/caz ifluing, to intimate ~ 
| that God created the World, and out of that 
extractedthé Natural Heat which contributes 
Vegetation to all things. Vulcan was affirmed 
| ay to fhed his Seedupon the Earth, becaufe he

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» fets;to infinuate that the natural Heat hath no 
Dominion over Heaven, which remains {till 
a Virgin, that is pure fromthe Embraces of 
Elementary mixtures, but that it is the Rarth 
that is pregnant and replenifhed with Seed, 
by the Aid and fupply of this Natural Heat, 
by which all things are both generated and
